Mexican authorities announce that they 
exhibited’ Rodriguez’s body to prove to 
Americans that the alleged‘leader of the 
bandits, who massacred eighteen citizens 


of the United States at Santa Yaobel 
on Jan. 10, had been executed. 


On Oct, 14 last General Rodriguez lett ; 


Juarez at the head of 3,000 men to aid 
in, the Sonora campaign, which marked 
the downfall of Villa. Then he rode ina 
private car bearing his name on a gilded 
plate. Last night his body was returned 
to Juarez in a box car. 

Baca-Valles arrived at Juares last 
night onthe train which. carried the 
pody of Rodriguez. The prisoner, who 
was known as Vilia’s executioner at 
‘Juarez, was. marched at 5 o'clock this 
morning through the dimly lighted rail- 
‘way station, where many families spend 

/ their night. Executions had ‘been so 

/ frequent at Juarez in the final days of 
the Villa régime that little public in- 
terest was shown. The proceedings 
were brief. -

LONDON, Wednesday, Jan. 19, 
5:09 A. M.—It is stated at the For- 
eign Office that no news has been 
received confirming the statements 
from German sources of new devel- 
opments in Greece, and that the re- 
ports are believed to be unfounded. 

Aristide Briand, the French Pre- 
mier, arrived in London early this 
morning to be present at an En- 
tente war council which will be arettg 
today. 











BERLIN, Jan. 18, (by Wireless to Say- 
ville, N. ¥).—A note to the Greek Gov- 
ernment, amounting to an ultimatum, 


is Said thy the Overseas News Agency: 
to have been presented. by France and 
Great Britain. 

According to a Sofia dispatch to the 
néws agency, Greece is required to de- 
liver their passports to the Ministers of 
the Central Powers within forty-eight 
hours, failing which the Entente will 
take ‘‘ necessary measures.” 

** Persons in a position to judge do not 
agree as to the dependability of the 
Greek Army,” says the Cologne Gazette. 
“ Apparently the King controls a cén- 
siderable portion of the higher officers, 
and, in view of his popularity among 
the’ people, it will not be an easy matter 
to compel him to step out. The King 
has told the Ministers of the Central 
Powers that they @re to remain with 
him.” 

Orders have been issited. to the effect 
that telegraph messages from Athens 
to Germany, Austria, Bulgaria, or Tus 
key must be written in plain language.» 


Predict Outbreaks in Athens. 


AMSTERDAM, Jan. .318.—The Cologne 
Gazetté is informed by its Sofia cor- 
respondent that the Ministers of the 
Central Powers at Athens have heen 
ordered to burn all the archives at 
their legations to, prevent them from 


falling into the hands of the Entente 
Powers. 


Another dispatch to the Cologne Ga- 
zette’ from Sofia says anti-Royalist 
demonstrations are expected at’ Athens.

_ Kmowledge as a Commodity. 

A very interesting German, discussing 
this subject, said: ‘It is not that we 
have the schools.

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THE IMPENDING BRITISH 
BLOCKADE. : : 

It is-easy to foresee the effect upon 
our trade if England obligingly cam- 
plies with our request that she shall 
regularize the situation by substituting 
a lawful blockade for the Orders in 
Council which have no international 
validity. For the fiscal year ending 
with last June the Orders in Council 
have caused a large diversion of our 
trade, without much altering its 
;} volume. For the fiscal year 1914-15 
‘our exports direct to Germany de- 
creased $316,000,000. The exports to 
contiguous countries increased corre- 
spondingly. Our exports to Denmark 
increased $64,200,000, or more than 
fourfold: the total of the preceding 
year. The exports to Sweden in- 
creased nearly $64,000,000, or moré 
than fourfold the total of the pre- 
*vious year. The exports to Norway 
increased $30,000,000, compared with 
a previous tota! of $9,000,000, 

With the similar increase to the 
Netherlands there is already accounted 

. for two-thirds of the decrease to Ger- 
Many, and there are other scattering 
increases sufficient to leave no doubt 
that Germany is better supplied than 
the official British statements allow 
Englishmen to believe. For example, 
-a White Paper issued about New 
‘Vear’s said: “German imports have

That is the trait of human nature 
which impedes the establishment and 
enforcement of international law.

The 
United States may not have erred as 
often or as widely as some other na- 
tions, but it is not impeccable on the 
point, and its virtue is about to be 
tried. Every neutral nation owes it to 
itself to defend its rights stoutly, to 
protest when it may and correct only 
when it must, for otherwise the 
belligerent powers would invade its 
prerogatives at every turn. But it is 
naturally most difficult to make out a 
case against principles it has itself 
established and put in practice. 
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THE. ATTORNEY GENERAL’S CON- 
FESSION. 

The Attorney General of the United 
States yesterday had the humiliation 
of confessing in open court that he 
had no case against six citizens 
against whom he had procured in- 
dictments. If the Attorney General 
had done this of his own motion it 
would have been some amends for a 
mistake. As matter of fact the At- 
torney General confesses his inability 
to proceed only after his misad- 
venture before a jury in the New 
Haven case made his position unten- 
able and his action a necessity. This 
experience ought to make fewer such 
perversions of legal process. 

Prosecuting officials heretofore have 
not felt their share of the ignominy 
which they fastened upon citizens by 
indicting them for political reasons. 
When such indictments fail, that fact 
is little else than an indictment of 
those who brought them wrongfully 
and with a feeling of safety in their 
official intrenchments. The case is 
different from indictments for mur- 
der or robbery or other crime. Pros- 
ecutors in such cases have little either 
to gain or lose beyond professional 
#tanding. There is no question of 
politics in ordinary criminal prosecu- 
tions, and there ought to be none in 
trust prosecutions. The public inter- 
est should be the sole motive. 

The Government now has failed so 


contrary to law has been shifted from 
the defendants to the prosecutors. It 
is they who need to be shown the 
lines of legality rather than men of 
business, who risk their characters 
and their fortunes in investments of 
a nature that makes the presumption 
of their intention to break the law 
verge upon the absurd.

CLARK ON “PORK.” 

The Horn. Frank CLagK of Gaines- 
ville, Alachua County, Florida, is 
Chairman of the House Committee on 
Public Buildings, a body that divides 
with the Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors the distinction of being near- 
est and dearest to the business and 
bosom of the average Representative. 
On Monday Mr. CLarK made a speech 
that stirred what the unreformed Con- 
gressional Record used to decorate un- 
delivered speeches with, “loud and 
“ prolonged applause on all sides of the 
‘* House.” To prove his altruism, Mr. 
CLARK, a maker of hay while the sun 
shines, said that there is “only one 
“town in his district unprovided for, 
“ which, under the rules, is entitled to a 
“public building.” There is nothing 
personal, selfish, parochial, in his devo- 
tion to the great cause of “ Pork.” He 
is for “Pork” for “‘Pork’s”’ sake. He 
will not, he cannot, be happy until a 
public building has been built “in 
“every town from Maine to California 
“and from Minnesota to Florida which 
“has a Presidential Post Office.” 

In spite of this declaration of all- 
around Porkiness, Mr. CLar« flung 
away with scorn the talk about 
“Pork” and the “ Pork Barrel” put 
forth by wicked newspapers:and maga- 
zines. The Public Buildings Commit- 
tee, he said, was. moved by patriotic 
impulses and not by an appetite for 
“Pork.” A patriotic impulse, it seems, 
is the resolve to spend as much money 
as possible for the least necessary pur- 
poses when there is a deficit in the 
Treasury, and one imperious national 
need and duty has to be met. Mr. 
CuLakxK is “in favor of reasonable pre- 
paredness,”’ but will not let it “‘inter- 
“fere with public building construc- 
“tion.” He rapped the Administration 
because it doesn’t look kindly on pub- 
lic building appropriations at this 
time.

House on that account. The triumphs 
of officiat architecture are eagerly 
awaited in hundreds of towns by “the 
people,” especially the patriots with. a 
site to sell. Representatives must be 
true to their constituents; and what is 
“reasonable preparedness” compared 
with unreasonable appropriations for 
public buildings in Snakeville. Four 
Corners and South Maverick? ‘These 
are internal improvements, while an 
adequate navy and the beginnings of 
an adequate army are—well, infernal, 

But, seriously, there ts a strong ele- 
ment of local pride at the bottom’ of 
the demand for Government buildings. 
It is the abuse of this, it is the politi- 
cian’s, easy road to popularity in his 
district by getting the Government to 
erect. showy buildings therein, it is the 
logrolling and combination: of Con- 
gressmen, the ca’. me, ca’ thee prin- 
ciple, the swapping of votes, that the 
country has long justly complained of. 
Now, when national patriotism is 
awake, the call of Congress districts on 
the Treasury has an even more un- 
pleasant sound than usual. In .Mr. 
CLARK’s voice we seem to hear not the 
expression of any popular unwilling- 
ness to postpone minor to major needs, 
but the politician’s notice to his con- 
stituents that, while his heart is in the 
right place, there may be trouble this 
year in milking the Treasury with the 
old luxuriance. 

It is natural that the, Public Build- 
ings Committee, accustomed to scatter 
plenty with a smiling hand, should 
rebel at the thought of any pruning of 
its largesse. It*is natural that many 
members of the House should applaud 
a defense of the system of compelling 
Federal tribute; but perhaps the rather 
defiant tone of Mr. CLaRK’s speech was 
due to a conviction that, when worst 
comes to worst, the local interest must 
yield to the general. It is impossible 
to assume that any considerable num- 
ber of Americans have relapsed from 
national patriotism, have gone back to 
provincialism, to colonialism, to some- 
thing of the intense narrowness of the 
Confederation. Mr. CLaRK’s show of 
heat and fury against the Administra- 
tion may be only the prelude to an an- 
ticipated surrender, the terms of which 
he seeks-to make as good as possible. 
One sentence of his speech makes the 
rest of it harmless. He is for reason- 
able preparedness only with the under- 
standing that public buildings will be 
provided wherever they “ are needed.” 
That proviso assures @ much shrunken 
Public Buildings bill. 


DEFENSE WITHOUT. DELAY. 

Mr. Sern Low, in his address. to the 
National Civic Federation in Wash- 
ington, spoke out bravely in favor of 
universal military service. The same 
idea was embodied in the speeches of 
Secretary GARRISON and Major Gen. 
Woop at the dinner of the New York 
bankers. It is a commendable idea. 
Universal military service, as Mr. 
Low expressed it, ‘“‘short service 
“under the colors on the Swiss sys- 
“tem, modified perhaps to meet our 
“ conditions,” would have a regener- 
ative influence on the people of this 
country, it would be a stimulus to 
true patriotism, it would not consti- 
tute a reversion to militarism, but 
would be an extension of real: dem- 
ocratic principles. Until lately, how- 
ever, the American people have been 
opposed to enforced service of any 
sort as a hindrance to individual lib- 
erty, and a year ago the experienced 
soldiers, who have always believed 
in national service under Federal con- 
trol, were careful to avoid public dis- 
cussion of that subject." The change 
that has come over the spirit of so 
many Americans is worthy of study 
as a psychological phenomenon. With- 
in the last year there has been much 
frank talk about general military 
training, less here in the East per- 
haps than on the Pacific Coast, whefe 
the plan of Senator CHAMBERLAIN of 
Oregon for compulsory military train- 
ing beginning in the schools has many 
supporters. With such a system 
well established, there is no doubt that 
our defense problem would be solved, 
and there is every likelihood that any 
possible danger of wars in the future 
would be averted. 

The present discussion is therefore 
wholesome and welcome, but the idea 
of national service in the future 
should not be allowed to interfere with 
the imperative national duty of the 
present, which is to put ourselves in 
a state of prendredness' with the ma- 
chinery we now have, to make the 
best use of our present resources, to 


enlarge the regular army .so as to} 


provide a mobile force on this con- 
tinent that would “be of immediate 
practical service, and to take steps 
toward the formation of a citizen 


spread knowledge of our need of 
stronger national defense will induce 
young men in all the States to proffer 
their services without compulsion.

ALAS FOR REPUBLICAN SIM- 
PLICITY! 

The Hon. J. H. Davis, a Congress- 
man-at-large- from Texas, has been 
affectionately known for a generation 

s “Cyclone” Davis: He is one of 
the tallest men in. the world. The 
elemental energy of his beliefs and 
his language, the fresh, tempestuous 
nature of his career in politics, justify 
the nickname, which is prompted by 
his*merit, and has no smallest penum- 
bra of derision. Mr. Davis is a char- 
acter and none but himself can be bis 
parallel. 

When some famous advocates of 
direct: government were in knicker- 
bockers, so to speak, unheard of, “ Cy- 
clone” Davis was proclaiming the 
initiative and ‘referendum to an un- 
awakened country. He doted on free 
silver long before Mr. Bryan had be- 
gun to worship “ the great white dollar 
of our daddies.” He “saw” govern- 
ment ownership ages before the new 
generation of paternalists took it up. 
An untimely prophet, a precursor, is 
“Cyclone” Davis. 

So long neglected, despoiled of many 
of his political and economic posses- 
sions, he merits sympathy and a tardy 
justice. It is painful to see that amid 
the temptations of Washington he has 
fallen. When he came to the capital 
no collar encircled his free and -in- 
dependent neck. Collarless, like some- 
time Senator PEFFER, the Kansas 
Populist, he was a symbol and a sign 
of freer, simpler times. Collarless, 
cravatiess, he came. Monday he 
donned a collar. Next Monday he 
may be wearing a flamboyant cravat: 

A tower is fallen, a sun is set, 

Alas, alas for ‘“‘ Cyclone” ! 

These little eccentricities of garb are 
often helpful. JERRY SIMPSON, who 
wore silk stockings when a Repre- 
sentative in Congress from Kansas, 
gained national renown as “ Sockless 
Simpson.”.. Many statesmen besides 
thé late Attorney General GARLAND of 
Arkansas and former Senator BaILey 
of Texas have persisted in scorning 
evening dress. Mr. Battery, who final- 
ly consented to that ceremonial black 
and white, long fumed at automo- 
biles. These are now farmers’ wag- 
ons, The prosperous “tillers of 
the soil” are not ignorant of the 
clawhammer. It becomes harder and 
harder to “dress down to the people.”

It is those feelings, rather than contempt 
for our potential physical and martial 
powers, as their attitude is so often mis- 
interpreted, that has led the Mexicans 
into many of those pin-prick actions 
whose sum has so inflamed the general 
feeling against them. 

But they cannot fail to understand the 
compassion and sympathy and the de- 
sire to help that have inspired this ef- 
fort to lessen the miseries by which the 
wretched populace.are overwhelmed. If 
the physicians and’ nurses have’a free 
hand and are alle to check the epidemic, 
to bring many of the stricken back to 
life and health, to save families and 
villages from death, their ministrations 
ought to win a mistaken people to 
kinder feeling and greater confidence 
in a neighbor whose warmest wish 
and sole desire, so far as they are con- 
cerned, is for their national and indi- 
vidual peace, prosperity, and happi- 
ness. ; : 


AN ALLIANCE WITH BRITAIN. 


A Supplement to the Plans for 
Military Preparedness. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The advocates of preparedness, of 
whom I am one, are constantly met with 
the question, against what enemy? And 
it should be answered. It is quite true 
that the amount and quality of national 
preparation for war should béar as close 
relation as possible to that of the force 
of the probable antagonist; and further, 
that modern preparation doesnot merely 
consist in. establishing armies and navies. 
It includes appropriate: national friend- 
ships and alliances. The present Admin- 
istration and the people are entirely los- 
ing sight of this essential element of suc- 
cessful war. By an alliance with France 
colonial independence was achieved. For 
want of a strong European alliance the 
Scuthern attempt at independence was 
defeated. This country cannot ard must 
not attempt single-handed to carry on 
war with any two great European pow- 
ers. 

Now, whom have we to fear? What 
cause is there for apprehension of war 
with a great European nation? But one 
at all discernible, namely, interference 
with the Monroe Doctrine. And from 
what quarter? From Germany alone; 
she alone is hungry for more territory, 
and is seeking a place in the sun. To in- 
sure absolutely this nation against Ger- 
man aggression, to establish thoroughly 
the Monroe Doctrine, but one .act of 
statesmanship is necessary; namely, an 
alliance with Great Britain: By such an 
alliance a wise statesmanship could pluck 
the flower of safety from the nettle of 
danger. ’).Great Britain originally pro- 
posed the Monroe Doctrine; she believes 
init; she believes in and practices de- 
mocracy; she has our language and tra- 
ditions; she and Canada are our natural 
allies. Her fleets rule the sea; not a 
Eufopean soldier can land here in the 
face of her opposition.

THE HETCH HETGHY LOSS. 





Those Who Tried to Save the Val- 
ley Are Still Unreconciled. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me to say just a few words in refer- 
ence to the interesting letter of Senator Phelan 
of: California, published in Tum TIMEE of the 
14th inst..in connection with the Hetch Hetchy 
water power project in the Yosemite Mationsl 
Park, 

It is unfortunately true that this incom- 
parable valley, once the property of the Uni- 
ted States, is now at the disposal of the City 
of San Francisco ard beyond. recall, and it 
may also be true that the statement of The 
San Francisco Chronicle, that the reservoir or 
water supply proposition was to be abandoned 
exclusively for an electrical power project, is 
without foundation, But the. salient points, 
incontrovertibly demonstrated by those who 
tried at the time to save the valley, .should 
bear repetition for the sake of truth. These 
points were: First, would the conversion of 
the Hetch Hetchy Valley into a reservoir seri- 
ously mar its beauty and detract from its use- 
fulness‘as an essential part of the Yosemite 
National Park, and, secondly, could any other 
practicable and. satisfactery. source. of water 
supply be found for thé city? The first ques- 
tion was answered very decidedly by those 
best able to judge—the leading landscape 
architects, artists, and. lovers and students of 
nature throughout the country—that it would 
be best in this case not to interfere with 
nature’s great handiwork. The report at that 
time ef Frederick Law Olmsted, whose au- 
thority in these matters ‘is unquestioned, was 
remarkably illuminative and convincing. The 
second question, that of the availability of 
other sources of water supply, was clearly 
answered in the affirmative by numerous ex- 
perts and engineers, including a board of 
United States Army engineers chosen to make 
an independent and unbiased investigation, 

After all, the one underlying, crucial fact on 
which this whole question turns is whether 
those who finally wrenched this wonderful 
valley from the nation really understood and 
appreciated its beauty and grandeur. Had 
they done so they would have exerted every 
effort to find some other source—and would 
have found it. 

It is some satisfaction i know that public 
opinion throughout the country realized ‘the 
truth and was overwhelmingly in favor of 
maintaining the valley in its natural state, 
even though their cause was ultimately lost,

Dear Friend: Since the 28th of October I 
have received letters and parcels of splendid 
wool. I received a copy of the translation of 
my little notice in THE NEw YORK TiMEs. 
I wish so much I could thank this journal 
for the great help it has given me. 

If you could only see the happiness and 
realize the service this has rendered—all the 
poor women to whom I have: been able to 
give work, some of them mutilated, some 
having only one leg. ‘The men, too, are 
working, those who are infirm. We teach 
these poor creatures how to knit, and they 
can make socks, Those who have been long 
months in bed, inactive, all their work goes 
to the front where it is most useful. 

And you know this year people are giving 
less—it has to be so—for they have already 
given so much. 

A large convoy of wagons that my husband 
has organized Is just Jeaving for Saloniki, in 
which are quantities of warm woolen things, 
socks, and shirts for the wounded. 

One of the. parcels I received from America 
Was a splendid case of fifteen kilos of fine, 
thick wool, which would have cost me at 
least 25f. a kilo, but, though I unpacked it 
carefully myself, I coula find no name and 
address, so I could not acknowledge it or 
send photographs in return.

Soimebody has got to 
exhibit belief in them, trust in them, deévo-

League Clubs will be required in dis- 
posing of their players to a club of an 
opposite major league, or to &ny club of 
a lower classification than a major 
league, to secure waivers, as is provided 
for by the rules and regulations now 
governing organized baseball. This rub 
ing was made by the. National Baseball 
Commission ‘here today. 

The commission in making this deci- 
sion also issued a notice to all national 
agreement clubs, which read; 

*“*Dafly inquiries are received from 
national agreement clubs relative to the 
status of players who deserted them 
and played with Federal League teams. 

“The right of the Federal League to 
such players, whether they violated con- 
tracts or refused to recognize reserva- 
tions, is récognized and that league has 
full authority to dispose of them. 

“Tf, however, such players are re-~ 
leased outright by the Federal League 
the national agreement clubs which they 
deserted will have priority of right to 
their services, if they desire to secure 
them.”’ ‘

in the accommodations for the thousands 


that flocked to the lake. The large 
boathouse is being used as a _.refresh- 
ment establishment, and a new sectional 
checking buifiding has been erected 
near-by. The rustic boathouse which 
was built last Spring on the other side 
of the lake on the peninsula was also 
thrown open to the skaters and used 
as a checking place for those who lived 
nearer that side of the-lake. The cojd 
north wind chilled the fingers and toes 
of old and young, and great quantities 
of hot *coffee.and steaming cocoa were 
consumed to counteract the weather's 
influence. 

In addition. to Prospect Park, there 
was skating at thirteen other ponds in 
Brooklyn under the direction of the 
Park Department.

SHORTAGE OF ICE SKATES. 


Manufacturers Far Behind—Shoes 
Also at a- Premium. 


With the skating season now in full 
swing, there are miany disappointed 
persons, both old and: young, because of 
the shortage of skates and skating 
shoes, .which amounts. almost to an 
utter lack of them. Most of the larger 
skaté dealers are’ entirely “sold out of 
skates and are dependent upon the 
few they can get from the factories as 
fast as they arc manufactured.: 

Dealers anticipated a larger season 
this year than ever before. Last year 
about 25,000 pairs of skates were sold, 
and it was expected that about six times 
as-many would be sold this year. Be- 
cause of the uncertainties upon which 
the skate trade depends, manufacturers 
were afraid to make too large a sur- 
plus, which might be. difficult to dis- 
pose of if society's. interest in skating 
vanishea. Even the rink skating re- 
sulted in a larger-trade than had. been 
anticipated. And when the cold. wéath- 
er came, bringing outdoor skating in all 
the parks, the rush to buy skates was 
overwhelmint.g. 

For two weeks it has been almost ee 
possible to buy skates at many of the 
larger stores. Certain sizes have been 
entirely sold out, and it has been dif- 
fieult to get them in quickly, because 
the skates which were already in proc- 
ess of manufacture were in certain. lots, 
many of which did not include the sizes | 
demanded. 

When persons found that they were 
unable to buy skates at the larger stores, 
and when subsequent trips te smaller 
dealers were also fruitless, they had to 
be content with leaving orders.. Many 
of. the retailers, however, are refusing 


to take, any skate orders. This notice is 
posted in one of the stores: “ From now 
on no more orders must be taken for 
skates or shoes we have not got in. Sell 
what we have and nothing more. 

The shortage of many sizes of shoes is 
even more sefious in the eyes of the 
skating public, for clamp skates are 
little used now that. fancy skating has 
become the vogue. The shoes are even 
more difficult to get than the skates. 

It is estimated that the amount of 
money spent for skates, shoes, sweaters, 

and costumes will total. more than 
$3,000,000 this season.

The charter, Section 631, at. present 
reads:. “‘ The Sinking Fund’ ‘Commission 
may assign to'the appropriate;Commis- 
sioner of Parks for tempora: use any 
properties it may. deem _ stitable for 
recreation purposes, providing that upon 
one mecnth’s notice,from the Sinking 
Fund Commission the said property 
shall-be returned to the full contro] of 
the Sinking Fund Commission.” 

Mr. Goldberg’s amendment inserts a 
clause at the beginning of Section 631 
making it read: ‘‘ Except as provided 
in Section 627 of this chapter, the Sink- 
ing Fund Commission may assign,’’ &c. 
Section $27 relates to the powers of 
Park Commissioners, and restrains them 
from granting the use of parks for mil- 
itary purposes, except in times of riot 
or war, or for a public fair or exhibi- 
tion “‘in any portion of any npark, 
square, or public plgce.”
